breaks the oath just taken. 

The traveler and his guide return to 
the hotel, where they are met by one of 
the Twelve Apostles. He is courteous, 
bland, smooth-spoken. His carriage is 
at the stranger’s service. He will be 
most happy to entertain him at his 
house. When the traveler again goes 
on his way, he carries a good report of 
the people and their institutions, only 
slightly modified by the statements he 
has heard from Gentile residents. If, 
as is often the case, he is a man well 
known in public life, his 
are brought forward to neutralize the 
protests of those who are restive under 
Mormon rule, and anxious to secure for 
themselves and their children a few of 
the rights of American citizens. 

The Christian women of the Territo- 
ry, compelled, as they are, to witness 
the degradation of thousands of their 
own sex in the name of religion, peti- 
tion Congress for the enactment of some 
law that will at least the young 
girls growing up around them froma 
like fate, but their appeals are met by a 
repetition of the veracious information 
obtained by some of onr national legis- 
lators during their brief visits to Utah. 
Thereis no greater hindrance to the solu- 
tion of the Mormon problem than the 
‘*information”’ disseminated by theclass 
of tourists alluded to — persons who are 
serenely confident of their ability to 
learn all about Utah and her people in 
two days. Will they permit one who 
has been a resident of the Territory for 
a decade to tell them a little story? 

A Frenchman who believed himself 
predestined to shine in literature, sent 
word home to his friends at the end of 
his first week in England that he was 
about to write a history of the country 
and its institutions. At the end of three 
months he announced that he would 
postpone the work a year, in erder to 
complete the study of his subject. At 
the year’s end he decided that he would 
leave the history to be written by his 
son from the materials which he should 
be able to gather in his own lifetime.

Correspondence. 


From CANADA. 

Mr. Epiror: Some weeks, I might al- 
| most say months, have rolled away since 
I wrote anything for Zion's HERALD. 
Ihave often purposed to break the si- 
llence, but a variety of circumstances 
have prevented me from carrying my 
plans and purposes into execution. My 
present field of labor comprises eight 
preaching-places, which have to be sup- 
plied with public service every Sabbath, 
one of them twice. Myself and col- 
league supply six appointments, and the 
other two have to be supplied by the lo- 
cal staff, which is far from efficient. I 
am sometimes at a loss to knuw what is 
| to become of Methodism in small places, 
for it is next to impossible to secure lo- 
cal help, and the means at the disposal 
of our stewards are not sufficient to en- 
able them to add to the ministerial staff. 
In addition to pulpit duties, we lead 
ove or two classes every Sabbath, and 
sometimes run inand see the Sabbath- 
school between the services. Our jour- 
neys on the holy day are seldem less 
than twenty miles. To shepherd well 
the flock is no easy task. Some three 
hundred families claim our pastorat 
oversight, every one of which has been 
visited since Conference, some more 
than once, and this has occasioned 
| journeys in the aggregate of more than 
seven hundred and fifty miles. We 
hold three week-evening services, 
prayer-meetings and Bible classes, and 
a children’s meeting on Saturday after- 
noons. When these duties have been 
‘discharged there has been little time 
left to devote either to study or news- 
| paper correspondence. 

Respecting the Methodist Church in 
| Canada generally, we are most deeply 
| interested at present respecting the aug- 
imentation of missionary incomes. For 
| some years past there has been a pain- 





!ful diminution of income as compared 
with expenditure. Last year a very 
‘vigorous effort was made to pay off the 
“debt and raise an additional amount for 
extension purposes. Happily the debt 
has been entirely liquidated, but, alas! 
ithe income from ordinary sources has 
‘fallen off to the amount of $4,000. 
When the Central Board met in October 
last it was found that in no case could 
the grants asked for be approved either 
'for foreign or domestic missions. The 
Board was occupied for some days 
| longer than usual in making reductions 
| wherever possible, and after using the 
most rigorous economical method, 
grants could only be made to ministers

Our Book Fable. 


Country LOVE AND City Lire, and 
Other Poems, by Charles Henry St. John. 
Boston: A. Williams & Co. The poet- 
author of this choice collection is no 
stranger to the readers of Zion’s HeEk- 
ALD, he having been for several years its 
assistant editor, and since then con- 
nected with the editorial corps of the 
Youth’s Companion. For twenty years, 
though writing constantly, he has made 
no effort to gather up the products of 
his graceful pen. At one time, we be- 
lieve, he appeared frequently on the 
llyceum platform, and charmed his audi- 
ences with lecture poems, the quality 
of which was so rare and fine as to 
lead to an urgent call for their publica- 
tion. To this call he has at last yielded, 
and the bulk of this volume consists of 
selections from these deservedly-popular 
lectures in rhyme. To these a modest 
number of single poems have been added, 
such as the severely critical taste of the 
writer judged worthy of ‘ survival.” 
By careful winnowing the collection has 
been brought into two hundred pages, 
in the ‘* Little Classic ” style. ‘* Corporal 
Day” and ‘*Sir Norman of the Vale” 
are the titles of the principal poems, and 
under ‘‘ Episodes of City Life”? are given 
‘* Matter o’ Money,” ‘The First Mous- 
tache,” and ** Arethusa.””

closing years have been gradually gath-

Lord Russell, English ambassador to 
Berlin, has just had a long confer- 
ence with the German chancellor in 
order to try and bring him over to 
the views of Gladstone. But we 
opine, from the present status of 
Germany in the question, quite in 
vain. Bismarck shares the wish of 
Gladstone to have an orderly and reg- 
ular government in the Turkish prov- 
inces in Europe, but he does not see 
the material for it in the piebald popu- 
lations of the Balkan Peninsula. He 
acknowledges the necessity of placing 
a barrier against the pan-Slavonic 
movement towards the south and 
west of Europe, but he does not 
hope for much aid from the Greeks 
in this work. He wishes well for 
Greece, but will not embroil Germany 
in a struggle in which the Greeks have 
not been willing to take its advice 
to wait awhile. Do not, then, all 
these untoward circumstances pretty 
well indicate the prospects of Greece? 





Editorial Ztems. 


THE annual meeting of the Wesleyan Asso- 
ciation, now for many years, has been a very 
grateful occasion to its members and visitors. 
Although it has heavy pecuniary obligations 
upon its hands, which it cheerfully bears 
without any personal benefit, for the good of 
the Church in New England, still, as the an- 
nual balance sheet shows yearly a consider- 
able sum on the credit side and a gradual re- 
duction of the debt on its fine building, the 
yearly anniversary meeting is a period of| 
mutual congratulation and thanksgiving to 
God for His good providence over the interests 
they represent. Every room of its granite 
block is now occupied. Two of the schools of 
Boston University occupy its upper stories — 
Theology and Law — and business offices and 
book-stores the remainder. The income of 
the building provides a sinking fund for the 
debt as well as meets its interest and the inci- 
dent expenses on the property. The paper 
also has enjoyed a successful year. It has re- 
newed its type, reduced the price by giving 
the paper postage free to subscribers ; and, al- 
though there have been many claimants in the 
field to divide its patronage, it has added about 
a thousand new subscribers to its list. It has 
carried through the year the fine quality of its 
paper, although the rise in this material has 
added a thousand dollars to its expenses. 
With this enlarged outlay and reduced terms 
it’has still been enabled to add its quota to the 
sinking fund upon the building.

THE PROSPECTS OF GREECE. 


The latest accounts from the Orient 
tell of the cession of Dulcigno to the 
Montenegrins, though not without 
bloodshed — confirming the repeated 
assertions of the Sultan that he could 
not control the Albanians, who had 
no wish to be handed over to their 
traditional enemies. This will prob- 
ably settle the Dulcigno matter,which 
has indeed been a sort of tempest in 
a teapot. But it is doubtful whether 
the game will be worth the money

Now, in using these naughty words, 
the Greeks obviously forget that the 
very provinces which they covet from 
Turkey have been for months kept in 
a state of anxiety by the bands of 
Greek brigands roaming over them, 
and plundering and devastating at 
their own sweet wills, without the least 
iuterference on the part of the govern- 
ment, whose ears are closed to their 
excesses. A much stronger argument 
on the part of the king is the fact 
that in view of the action of the diplo- 
matists at Berlin, and their kind per- 
sonal assurances, he was induced to 
place his army on a war-footing, in 
the hourly expectation of receiving 
orders to march into Thessaly and 
Epirus. The two provinces had even 
been blocked out by the Greeks into 
civil service districts and military 
divisions, and all arrangements had 
been made to set up an orderly house- | 
keeping. But the Book of books | 
warns us not to put our trust in | 
princes, and the king, as a good 
orthodox Lutheran, ought to have 
known this. 


All these hasty measures and un- 
wise promises have placed the people 
on a high level of enthusiasm, so that 
neither king nor ministers dare tell 
them the real truth namely, that Greece 
can do nothing with Turkey alone. 
But the Greeks in their sober senses 
know it, and know, also, that during 
the late struggle they refused to assist 
Russia in the strife, but were rather 
inclined to sit on the fence and watch 
it, ready to spring down and claim a 
good share of the spoils as soon as 
the Turks were crushed. For this 
reason Russia does not care for them ; 
and for their coolness towards France 
in her late war she does not care for 
them; and for their aspirations 
towards the Danube and the Black 
Sea, Austria distrusts them; and for

The law court of this State has just ren-

INCIDENTS 
In the Early History ef Methodism in 
New England. 





BY REV. ALFRED BRUNSON, A. M., D. D. 





It is not expected that writers of his- 
tory have personal knowledge of the in- 
cidents they record, but that they are 
satisfied of their authenticity; and it is 
gratifying to the reader to know the 
sources of his information. 

I was born in Danbury, Conn., Feb. 
9, 1793, and am, therefore, a New En- 
glander in blood, brains and heart. I 
was converted to God, Feb. 3, 1809, in 
Carlisle, Pa., when, like Franklin, a run- 
away apprentice. This brought me 
back to my native State, inthe fall of 
that year, when I bought the remainder 
of the time of my apprenticeship and 
settled in Bridgeport, Conn., where I 
resided three years. In the fall of 1812 
I emigrated to Ohio with my wife, and 
settled on the Western Reserve, which 
was settled chiefly by New England peo- 
ple, many of whom were Methodists be- 
fore and after emigration. In 1815 I 
was licensed to preach, commenced my 
itinerant life in 1818, and have traveled 
since in fifteen States more or less, in- 
cluding those parts in which chiefly 
New England emigrants settled. 

It is estimated that the emigrants 
from New England to the Western and 
Southern States within the present cent- 
ury, with their descendants, now equal 
the native population of New England. 
Among these emigrants were a good 
proportion of educated intelligence, and 
Methodists in full proportion of that 
class to the population of that country. 
All these emigrants brought with them 
the tastes, habits and customs of the 
country they left behind, and before 
school laws were enacted in the new 
States, districts and common 
schools were organized by voluntary as- 
sociations; and 
and colleges soon followed. 


school 
academies, seminaries 
Emigrants from New England were 
the nuclei of hundreds, if not thou- 
sands, of Methodist churches in the 
West, so that New England Methodism 
has not been confined in its influences to 
those States; and if all the Methodist 
preachers now in the West and South, 
who themselves, or ancestors, were 
born in New England, were to be trans- 
ferred back to those States, a large por- 
tion, if not all, the circuits, stations 
and districts of Methodism could te 
supplied by them. New Englanders, to 
know how much their hive has swarmed, 
must travel extensively in the West and 
South. Many settlements, towns and 
cities are so strongly New English that 
one from those States might easily im- 
agine himself at home; and yet the 
mixture of people from different States 
and foreign countries, like mixing fluids 
in a eup, modifies society; the largest 
portion, of course, having the greatest 
influence. Under these circumstances, 
an itinerant in the West, of extensive 
travel, can learn much of the history of 
New England from authentic sources, 
besides what he knows from personal 
experience and observation. 

In the days of the incidents of which 
I write, our church had no Missionary 
Society, or funds upon which the preach- 
er could lean, as now, when entering 
upon new and unexplored fields of labor. 
Lee, the apostle of Methodism in New 
England, and his compeers in mission- 
ary work, went out like the apostles of 
Christ, ‘‘ without purse or scrip,’ un- 
less they were fortunate enough, like 
Freeborn Garrettson, to have funds of 
their own to fall back upon; and in 
such cases they often divided with their 
poorer brethren even to the last cent. 
But they were obliged to depend upon 
the limited liberality of those to whom 
they preached, for their support, which 
Was so meagre that no man now would 
think he could subsist upon it. In ‘con- 
sequence of this, but few men were 
found in the itinerancy, and if single 
when they entered it, soon located if 
they married, unless they had funds of 
their own which they would sacrifice 
for Christ and the good of souls. Asbury, 
McKendree, Lee, and many other wor- 
thies remained in ‘single blessedness ” 
through life, that they might do good 
to their fellow-men. New England has 
the credit and honor of being the first 
in American Methodism to so provide 
for their preachers’ support that mar- 
ried men could, with tight squeezing, 
continue in the work of saving souls.

with success. But he pressed forward 
to Stratfield parish, where he met his first 
success and formed his first class, con- 
sisting of three sisters of one family by 
the name of Hall. In his record of this 
he said: ‘* The first success I met with 
in New England I caught three ewe 
lambs in Mutton Lane.” One of these 
sisters married Stephen Wells; another 
married a Mr. Ridley, and died in peace 
before my Jay there; the third, ‘* Aunt 
Ruth,” remained single. In 1809, I 
joined this class which met at Wells’, 
and ‘*‘ Mother Wells ” and ‘‘ Aunt Ruth ” 
were still members thereof. I have sat 
hour after hour hearing them talk about 
Lee, and relate incidents of his life 
and ministry. Dr. Stevens, in his his- 
tory of the M. E. Church (Vol. II, page 
420), mentions Lee’s forming his second 
class in Reading, Conn. (with which I 
also frequently worshiped), but by some 
mishap ignores this first class alto- 
gether. 

Connecticut was divided up into par- 
ishes by tax, Church and State being in 
union; the latter supporting the former 
by a tax levied on all taxable property 
within the parish by the town author- 
ities, and paid over to the Congrega- 
tional minister according to the amount 
of salary agreed upon by the parish. 
This parish was taken out of two town- 
ships, Stratford and Fairfield, and took 
part of the two names — Stratfield. The 
line between the two towns was a wide 
street or avenue running north from the 
Sound, perhaps one hundred feet wide. 
Within the Stratford part of it, a mile 
east of the line, lies 

BRIDGEPORT, 
then a little village and sea-port. Since 
then it has become a large city, and 
gives name to the parish. 

Where ‘‘ the king’s highway ” crosses 
this avenue the meeting-house 
The word church, as a place of worship, 
in those days was monopolized by the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, common- 
ly called ‘*the Chureh of England,” or 
the church, because it descended from 
that national Church. This building, in 
1810, was said to be one hundred and 
thirty years old. It was of frame, and 
had been newly roofed and covered sev- 
eral times. The steeple had been stand- 
ing ninety years. The main building 
was, perhaps, sixty feet square, with 
deep galleries on the east, south, and 
west sides; the single box-pulpit was 
onthe north side; the steeple was sit- 
uated on the west. side, and was, per- 
haps, one hundred and fifty feet high. 
The main door was on the south side, 
on the step to which —a flat stone, 
perhaps eight by ten feet — Whitefield 
stood and preached (the house being 
full) to several thousands of people out- 
side on the lawn; and it was said his 
voice and many words were heard at 
Black Rock, three miles distant in an 
air line, there being a gentle descent 
and alight wind in that direction. In 
1810 there were yet lingering on the 
shores of time some of Whitefield’s con- 
verts. 


stood. 


Lee was one day standing at Hall’s 
house, a mile or so north of this meet 


ing-house, which stood on _ higher 
ground than the meeting-house, and 


said, ‘* Some day the Methodists will 
own that house and worship init.” A 
more unlikely thing, under the circum- 
stances, could hardly have been pre- 
dicted. ‘‘He seemed,” said the good 
sister, ‘‘to speak from an inward im- 
pulse;” but their faith, though great in 
him, could hardly grasp the idea; yet 
they lived to see it a fact. I heard them 
relate the prediction six years before its 
fulfillment. The house, I think, was 
never painted, inside or out; nor had 
it ever had a stove in it, except the 
women’s fvot-stoves, one or more 
which were usually in each pew in win- 
ter weather. 

But Bridgeport had grown to be quite 
a city, and the bulk of the congregation 
lived there; and as few of the peuple 
had teams, and the rest were reluctant 
to go two miles to meeting on foot, and 
as the majority rules in such cases, a 
new church edifice was erected in the 
city, and the old one was left vacant. 
Meantime the Methodist society had 
grown to such a size that they needed a 
house of worship, and were taking 
measures in that direction; but prom- 
inent men outside of the churches, and 
Dr. Buck, a deacon in the Congrega- 
tional church, who lived near the old 
building, thought it best for the Meth- 
odists to occupy that, and proposed the 
donation of it for that purpose. But 
‘¢the standing order” could not think 
of such a desecration of the old build- 


ing. The outsiders then proposed to 
purchase it; but no; the Methodists 


could not have it, and measures were 
taken to pull the building down. 

The population around the church 
were mostly farmers and descendants of 
those who built it; they were baptized 
in it, and had all their lives attended 
divine worship in it; and though many 
of them were members of that church, 
they preferred to allow the Methodists 
to have it rather than let it stand va- 
cant, or have it pulled down. But 
prejudice ruled, and the decree went 
forth —not from all eternity, as the 
result proved —that the house should 
come down, and the foundation be 
razed. But the people deereed other- 
wise. 

A sale by auction was advertised. 
On the day of sale the terms were an- 
nounced to sell in lots: 1. The pews 
and inside work, floors, etc.; -to be re- 
moved in thirty days. 2. The outside 
covering; to be removed in forty days. 
3. The frame, which was of heavy tim- 
ber; to be removed in fifty days. 4. 
The stone in the foundation wall; to be 
removed in sixty days. The earth 
under the house, to make saltpetre; to 
be removed in seventy days. And the 
house to come down.

Copperheads in the late Rebellion, op- | 
posed the war; but the Republicans, as 
in the Rebellion, favored and supported 
it, and as the war was successful, the 
latter party was successful, and this po- 
litical revolution was one of the conse- 
quences. The ‘standing order,” or 
Congregationalists, were mostly Fed- 
eralists, while the Methodists and other 
dissenters were almost, if not quite, 
universally Republicans. There were 
also many who doubted or rejected 
the Bible, because o.” the absurdities of 
Calvinism, supposing that to be a Bible 
doctrine till the Methodists taught 
them better. These were also Repub- 
licans, and on account of political affin- 
ity favored the Methodists; and at the 
sale of the old church they bid off every 
lot of it, the total sum being small, and 
tendered the whole to the Methodists, 
the house to be left standing. 

But the old fogies insisted on the 
conditions of the sale — that ‘‘ the house 
should come down’’?—and would not 
yield possession on any other terms. 
The ground upon which the house stood 
was public property, where two high- 
ways crossed each other, and had been 
so occupied from the first settlement of 
the country by the whites, nearly two 
hundred years. In law the purchasers 
might have held the house intact, but it 
was deemed prudent, less expensive, 
and more Christian, to get a peaceable 
possession, if possible. So the pur- 
chasers inquired, ‘‘ What will you take 
and leave the’ house standing for the 
Methodists?” They answered, ‘* Five 
hundred dollars,” supposing that sum 
entirely beyond the ability of the Meth- 
odists to raise. ‘* Well,” said the pur- 
chasers, ‘‘ we will give it;” and they, 
with the surrounding community, soon 
raised the amount, and the Methodists 
took possession. Rev. Cyrus Silliman, 
now of the New York East Conference, 
handled a heavy oar in this business. 

After getting possession, and making 
a few repairs, the house was dedicated 
to God and Methodism by Rev. Tru- 
man Bishop, then pastor of the M. E. 
Church in New Haven. His text was, 
‘‘Worship God.” Mr. Waterman, the 
former vastor of the old church, ani 
many.of his leading men were present, 
and probably heard the first Methodist 
sermon in their lives. They professed 
to be highly pleased, and expressed a 
hope that such doctrines would always 
be preached there. In 1816, when ona 
visit to the of my youth, I 
learned these particulars of the sale, and 
had the privilege of preaching in the 
house.

Congress reassembled yesterday.
